Museum. -With the exception of four or five holidays, the 
Museum has been opened to the public daily during the year. The 
attendance of visitors has been satisfactory, although not quite 
equal to that of the two previous years. The register kept by the 
Janitor on Sundays shows the total number of visitors on that dav 
to have been 6,663, or an average of 128 for each Sunday. The 
average attendance on week-days is estimated to have been 65. 
This, added to the number already given for Sundays, will make a 
total for the year of 27,00N. 

In view of the early completion of an additional hall, and a con¬ 
sequent rearrangement of the whole of the collections, but few 
changes of importance have been made in the Museum. The Mail- 
collection of Maori ethnological specimens, alluded to in last year's 
report as having been deposited by its owner, has been temporarily 
arranged in a new show-case erected for the purpose in the north 
gallery, until recently occupied by the Mackelvie collection of 
pictures. It has attracted a large number of visitors, and is con¬ 
tinually referred to by people desiring to become acquainted with 
the habits and mode of life of the Maori race. 

Among the additions received during the year, a full list of which 
is appended to the report, is a large consignment forwarded in 
exchange by the United States National Museum, comprising skins 
of mammals and birds, North American reptiles and batrachians, 
and a large series of minerals specially selected to fill blanks in the 
exhibition set. A valuable collection of mammals and birds, con¬ 
taining some very welcome additions, has also been received from 
the Imperial Museum of Natural History at Florence. The Council 
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are also indebted to Mr. Park, the Directoi of the Thames School of 
Mines, for an extensive set of minerals and rock specimens intended 
to illustrate the geological structure of the Thames goldfields. 

The necessity existing for an enlargement of the Museum had 
long been recognised by the Council • but, as stated in previous 
reports, they considered it unwise to take any portion of the Costley 
bequest for building purposes until its place could be supplied from 
the Museum endowment. The sale of the Waikanae block, already 
mentioned, has done this, and satisfied the Council that after with¬ 
drawing the funds required to defray the cost of an additional hall, 
sufficient capital would still be left to provide an adequate mainten¬ 
ance for the Museum. In his anniversary address, delivered at the 
commencement of the session, the President pointed out that the 
Museum could make no further progress until additional aceommo- 
dation had been provided, and at his instance a committee of the 
Council was appointed to collect evidence as to the extent of the 
accommodation required, and to estimate its cost. After a full 
consideration of the question, and after obtaining architects’ 
estimates and plans, the committee reported that the enlargement 
of the Museum could be no longer postponed, and that the cost, 
including show-cases and all other fittings, need not exceed £1,500. 
The report was adopted bv the Council, working plans and specifi¬ 
cations were prepared by Mr. Hartley, and after some negotiation a 
contract for the erection of the building was accepted for the sum of 
£1,035. As members are doubtless aware, the building is now 
approaching completion, and will probably be handed over by the 
contractor about the end of March. It is hoped that the show-cases 
and all other fittings may be finished, and the arrangement of the 
collections sufficiently advanced to permit the opening of the build¬ 
ing during the coming winter. 

Library. There is little to report under this head. Pew 
purchases of books have been made, but some expenditure has been 
incurred in binding the back numbers of scientific periodicals and 
the publications of societies. The Council will shortly have to 
consider the question of increased accommodation for the Library, 
which now contains over 5,000 volumes. The room at present used 
for the purpose is inconveniently small, the shelving has all been 
absorbed, and cannot possibly be added to, while the table room 
and other conveniences for readers are of the most meagre descrip¬ 
tion. There can be no doubt that some action must be taken in the 
matter during the next year or two. 

In concluding the report, the Council trust that members and the 
public generally will give that active support and encouragement 
which is due to an institution whose chief aim is to secure the 
advancement of knowledge, and the diffusion of scientific and 
practical information throughout, the community.
